10. The system of claim 2, wherein before aoiivating the first dispenser the point of sale 
device validates the tag and offers a customer/an option to pay through an account associated 
with the customer. / 

11. A method for validating a tag, comprising: 

receiving tag vmte data fi"onya point of sale device after a tag detection start message has 
been sent to the point of sale device; and 

writing the tag write dat^into the tag.
